Recent meth- 
ods of determlnlngtffite 
verse havoTSven^sucn^wlaS^^rylng 
results that Do Sitter's conclusion la 
that there cannot possibly bo such 
a thing as absolute time as conceiv- 
ed by Newton. ' 
Years Differ 

■Various aslronomlcal mcthoda of 
measuring time w,ere .descrllMid by Dr. 
Douglas. Tho.natural. unit for long 
periods is the' year and this has been 
defined In three different ways giving 
rise to the anomalistic, sidereal and 
tropical years. Attempts to arrange 
tho calendar so that the vernal equinox 
will fail upon the same date each 
year were, made by Julius Caesar, Pope 
Gregory "VII ' and Omar Khayram. but 
their systems all contain errbrs over 
long periods. Of all the astronomi- 
cal methods of measuring time tho 
system"' baaed upon the 'period of re- 
volution ot tho inner planets is the 
most accurate. 

It is Impossible to uso the day as 
a unit of time for. this varies in un- 
predictable manner depending" upon 
changes ot tho position of the moment 
of inertia of tho earth. This is In 
turn ■ dependent , upon "the movements 
of the plastic' core of the earth. An-
